Has New Lights 


Paving—Here and Elsewhere. 


The city of tpk emah, Oklahoma, is now doing con­ 
siderable pavings They are laying brick three inches 
thick on a four-inch concrete base with one inch of sand 
cushion between. 
The cost per square yard for pavement alone is stated 
to be £4.40. 
The estimated cost of a two-inch asphalt 
surface on^five-iifeh concrete base is $3.85 for the city of 
Ada. In the last analysis, it is the thickness of the con­ 
crete base that determines the solidity and hence the 
life of the pavement The thick concrete base under the 
proposed pavements for Ada will be five inches thick 
whereas Okemah is laying a four inch base. 
Okemah, it appears will pay $62.50 per 50-foot lot for 
a heay lead pipe water connection. The estimated cost 
for such a connection for Ada is $30.00. 
The estimated cost for grading here in Ada, is $1.10 
per cubic yard. 
Grading is being‘done at Okemah for 
$0.98 per cubic yard. 
The full cost of pavement at 
Okemah, when curbs, water-connection and grading has 
been figured in is stated to amount to $5,60 per square 
yard of pavement 
Against this price is the engineer’s 
estimated cost of $5.27 for Ada* Of course, the types of 
pavement are different, and so a true comparison is 
rather impossible.

Okemah could get her cost down to the figure set 
by the engineers for rock asphalt pavements in Ada, if 
Okemah were willing to cut the concrete base from ii 
thickness of four inches down to three inches. • But 
therein is the strength of the pavement 
A few years 
ago, the city of Hutchinson, Kansas, endeavored to lay 
very economical brick pavements by using a three-inch 
base of concrete made from river spud. without a stone or 
pebble in it 
Shortly after completion, the base was 
broken thru by heavy trucks, so that large depressions 
were formed in the crown of the road. These stood full 
of water during rains, and thus by admitting water under 
fb i fist i f the pavement, file whole of $ was ruined, 
apl ted to fee reconstructed bat ete the M

surface showed appreciable evidence %ot wear. 
Thus 
Hutchinson proved that a pavement that is cheap at fieri 
coit ie very expensive in tike long run. Let Ada do the 
job and do it right.

States are as vitally and directly interested as the govern­ 
ments now at war. 
They stand ready and even eager to 
co-operate in the accomplishment of these ends when the war 
is over with every influence and resource at their command.'* 
This was four months before America entered the war. 
To this identic note, the central powers answered eva­ 
sively, but the Allies, in their reply dated at Paris, January 
IO, 1917, declared: 
“Their whole-hearted agreement with the proposal to 
create a league of nations which shall assure peace and 
justice throughout the world.’’ 
* 
On January 2$, 1917, the president addressed the senate 
with reference to these replies and said: * 
“In every discussion of the peace that must end this war, 
it is taken for granted that the peace must be followed by 
some definite concert of power which shall make it virtually 
impossible that any such catastrophe shall overwhelm us 
again." 
Speaking of the league of peace which was to follow the 
war, he said: 
“lf the peace presently to be made is to endure, it must 
be a peace made secure by the organized major forces of 
mankind." 
% 
Acting upon these proposals, both the French and the 
British governments appointed committees to study the prob­ 
lem while the war was still in progress. 
On April 2, 1917, the president delivered his famous war 
message to congress, and thrilled the heart of the country 
anew by his announced purpose to make the contest “a war 
against war.** High above all our other aims, he placed^ “a 
universal dominion of right by such a concert of free peoples 
aa shall bring peace and safety to all nations and make the 
world itself at last free.” 
✓ 
Following this message, the congress by resolution, pass­ 
ed April 6, 1917, recognized the state of war. 
On January 8, 1918, the president went before congress 
and set forth his famous Fourteen Points. 
The fourteenth 
point, which is practically identical in language with the 
'provisions of Article X of the covenant, provided that “a 
general association of nations must be formed under specific 
covenants for the purpose of affording mutual guarantees of 
political independence and territorial integrity to great and 
small states alike.” 
Senator Lodge himself, before the exigencies of politics 
forced him to take the other sid j , said that an attempt to 
make a separate peace would 4 brand us with everlasting 
dishonor" and that “the intent of the congress and the intent 
of the president was that there could be no peace until we 
could create a situation where no such war as this could
